Britain and. China is a, trifle confus- 
ing, but im the main the, revised 
arrangement appears to be satisfactory 
and ‘does not’ seem to have very 
materially altered the conditions laid 
down by the understanding reached 
in 1907, It will bo borne in mind 
that by the 1907 Agreement it was 
provided that 51,000 chests of opium 
should be regarded as the standard 
amount- annually—imported -at: Unt 
time from India, and that this limit 
should be yearly reduced .from 1908 
by 5,100 ‘chests—that i is, by one: tenth, 
This anil decrease was to. continue 
for three. years, the Indian Government 
undertaking that “if iat the end of 
that time it was found that.
